An  Act  to  provide  tor  the  Constitution  of  a Welfare  Fund  for  the  benefit 
of  Advocate,s  Clerks  in  the  State  of  Andhra  Pradesh  and  for  matters 
connected  therewith  or  incidental  thereto*

1.  Shari  title,  extent  and  vommencemvntw--{\)  This  Act  may  be 
called  the  Andhra  Pradesh  Advocates’  Clerks,  Welfare  Fund  Act,  1992^ 

(2)  Jt  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  State  of  Andhra  Pradesh.

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3.  Advocates ’ Clerks*  Welfare  Fund: — (1 ) With  effect  on  and  from 
the  commencement  of  this  Act  tlr;  Government  shall,  by  notification 
constitute  a Fund  to  be  called  tile  Andhra  Pradesh  Advocates’  Clerks1 
Welfare  Fund, 

(2)  There  shall  be  credited  to  the  Fund,— 

(a)  all  amounts  paid  under  section  12  ; 

(b)  any  voluntary  donation  or  contribution  made  to  the  Fund 
by  the  Bar  Council,  any  Bar  Association,  any  other  Association  or 
Institution  any  Advocate  or  any  other  person  ; 

(e)  any  grant  made  by  the  Central  Government  or  the  State 
Gooernment  to  the  Fund ; 

(d)  any  sum  borrowed  under  section  10  ; 

(c)  any  profit  or  dividend  received  from  the  Life  Insurance 
Corporation  of  India  in  respect  of  policies  of  Group  Insurance  of  the 
members  of  the  Fund ; 

(f)  any  interest  or  dividend  or  other  return  on  any  investment 
made  of  any  part  of  the  Fund  ; 

(g)  all  sums  collected  under  section  15  by  way  of  application 
fees  and  annual  subscriptions  and  interest  thereon. 

(3)  The  sums  specified  in  sub-section  (2)  shall  be  paid  to,  or 
collected  by,  such  agencies,  at  sujh  intervals  and  in  such  manner,  and 
the  accounts  of  the  Fund  shall  be  maintained  in  such  manner,  asmay 
be  prescribed. 

4,  Establishment  of  Welfare  Funf  Committee: — (I)  The  Government 
may,  by  notification,  establish  witheffcct  on  and  from  such  date  as  may 
be  specified  therein,  a Committee  to  be  called  the  Andhra  Pradesh 
Advocates’  Clerks5  Welfare  Fund  Committee. 

(2)  The  Committee  shall  be  a body  corporate  having  perpetual 
succession  and  a common  seal  with  power  to  acquire,  hold  and  dispose 
pf  property  arid  shall,  by  the  said  name,  sue  and  be  sued, 

(3)  The  Committee  shall  consist  of,— 


(a)  the  Chairman  of  the  Bar  Council  who  shall  br  the  Chairman, 
of  the  Welfare  Fund  Committee.  Ex-officio; 

(b)  the  Secretary  to  Government.  Legal  Affairs  or  his  no  mine e 
not  below  the  rank  of  a Deputy  S;cr:ta-y,  Ex-officio  ; 

i 

(c)  The  S :crctary  to  Government,  Legists' ivc  in  Affairs  or  his 
nominee  noi  below  the  rank  of  a Deputy  Secretary,  Ex-Officio  : 

(d)  the  Secretary  to  Government.  Revenue  Department  or  iiij 
nominee  not  below  the  rank  of  a Deputy  Secretary,  Ex-officio; 

(c)  the  Registrar  (Judicial).  High  Court  of  Andhra  Pradesh  or 
his  nominee  not  below  the  rank  of  a Deputy  Registrar,  Ex-offiaio; 

(f)  three  members  to  be  nominated  from  among  the  recognised 
clerks  by  such  authority  and  in  sinb  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  of 
whom  one  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  as  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Fund  ; 


(g)  the  Secretary  to  the  Bar  Council  shall  be  Secretary,  Ex- 
officio  of  the  Welfare  Fund  Committee  without  voting  rights. 

(4)  A member  nominated  under  clause  (f)  of  sub-section  (3) 
shall  hold  office  for  a term  of  three  years  or  until  he  ceases  be  a re- 
cognised clerk  which  ever  is  earlier. 

5.  Disqva  I’fication  and  remora  / of  nominated  members  of  the  Welfare 
Fund  Committee:  —A  member  nominated  under  clause  (f)  of  sub-section 
(3)  of  section  4 shall  be  disqualified  to  be  a member  of  the  Committee, 
and  cease  to  be  such  member,  if  he, — 

(a)  becomes  of  unsound  mind; 

(b)  is  adjudged  insolvent; 

(c)  is  absent  without  leave  of  the  Committee  for  mote  than 
three  consecutive  meetings  of  the  Committee ; 
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(cl)  is  a defaulter  to  the  Fund  {in  case  he  is  a member  of  the 
Fund)  or  has  committed  breach  of  trust ; or 


(c)  is  convicted  by  a criminal  court  for  an  offence  involving 
moral  turpitude,  unless  such  conviction  has  been  set  aside. 


6.  Resignation  by  elected  member  of  the  Committee  and  filling  up  of 
casual  vacancies — (1 ) Any  member  nominated  under  clause  (f)  of  sub- 
section (3)  of  section  4 may  resign  his  office  by  giving  three  months 
otice  in  writing  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  on  such  resig- 
nation being  accepted  by  the  said  Chairman,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
vacated  his  office  ; 


(2)  Any  casual  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a member  referred  to  in 
sub-section  (1 ) shall  be  filled  up,  as  soon  as  may  be,  and  a member  so 
nominated  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  hold  office  for  the  residue  of  the 
term  of  his  predecessor. 


7.  Act  of  Committee  not  to  be  invalidated  by  defect  etc: — >Jo  act  done 
or  proceeding  taken  under  this  Act  or  the  rules  made  thereunder  by  the 
Committee  shall  b3  invalidated  merely  by  reason  of— 

(a)  any  vacancy  or  defect  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Committee; 

or  ' 

(b)  any  defect  or  irregularity  in  the  election  of  any  person  as  a 
member  thereof ; 


’ (c)  any  defect  or  irregularity  in  such  act  or  proceeding  not 

affecting  the  merits  of  the  case, 

S.  Vesting  and  application  of  Fund: — The  Fund  shall  vest  in  and  be 
held  and  applied  by  ^he  Committee  subject  to  the  provisions,  and  for 
'j  e purposes  of  this  Act. 


9*  Functions  of  the  Committee  :-(i)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  I he 
Committee  to  adtninistor  the. fund* 

(2)  In  the  administration  of  the  Fund,  the  Committee  shall,  sub- 
ject to  Lhc  provisions  of  this  Act  and  the  rules  made  thereunder*  — 

(а)  hold  the  amounts  and  asset*  belonging  to  the  Fuad; 

(б)  receive  applications  for  admission  or  rc-admissioa  to  the 
Fund,  and  dispose  of  such  applications  within  ninety  days  from  the  date 
of  receipt  thereof  ; h 

(c)  receive  applications  from  the  members  ot  the  Fund  their 
nominees  or  legal  representatives  as  the  case  may  be  for  payment  out 
of  the  Fund  conduct  such  enquiry  as  it  deemes  nc Jessary,  for  the  dispo- 
sal of  such  applications,  and  dispose  of  the  applications  within  five 
months  from  vhe  date  of  receipt  thereof; 

(d)  record  in  the  minutes  books  of  the  Committee  its  decisions 
on  the  application  ; 

(e)  pay  to  the  applicants  amounts  at  the  prescribed  rates; 

(f)  maintain  such  accounts  and  books  and  send  such  periodicals 
and  annual  reports  to  the  Government  and  the  Bar  Council,  as  may  be 
prescribed  ; 

( g ) communicate  to  the  applicants  under  certificate  of  posting 
the  decisions  of  the  Committee  in  respect  of  applications  for  admission 
or  re-admission  to  the  Fund  or  claims  to  the  benefit  of  the  Fund  ; 

(A)  do  such  other  acts  as  are,  or  may  be,  required  to  be  done 
under  this  Act  and  the  rules  made  thereunder* 

10,  Borrowing  and  investment  of  Funds  : — (l)Tiie  Committee,  mav, 
with  the  prior  approval  of  the  Bar  Council,  borrow,  from  time  to  time, 
any:  sum  required  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act* 

(2)  The  Committee  shall  deposit  all  moneys  and  receipts  forming 
part  of  the  Fund  in  any  Srhedutcd  Bank  as  defined  in  the  Reserve  £mik 
of  India  Act,  1934,  (Centred  Act  2 of  1934),  oi  invest  the  same  in  loans 
to  any  Corporation  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Central  Government  oc 
the  State  Government  or  in  bans  floated  by  the  Central  Government 
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of  rhe  State  Government  Or  in  any  other  manner  as  the  Bar  Council 
may,  from  time  to  time,  direct  with  the  prior  approval  of  the  Govern 
meat. 


(3)  All  amounts  due  and  payable  under  this  Act  and  all  expendi- 
ture relating  to  the  management  and  administration  of  the  fund  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  Fund, 

(4)  The  accounts,  and  Books  maintained  by  the  Welfare  Fund 
Committee  shall  be  audited  annually  by  a Chartered  Accountant  appo- 
inted by  the  said  Committee, 

(5)  The  accounts,  a ? certified  by  the  Auditor  together  with  Lhe 
audit  report  thereon,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Bar  Council  by  the 
Committee  and  the  Bar  Council  may  issue  $u*h  directions  as  it  deemes 
fit  to  the  Committee  in  respect  thereof. 

(6)  The  Committee  shall  comply  with  the  directions  issued  by  the 
Bar  Council  under  sub-section  (5)  , 

1 i , Powers  and  duties  of  Secretary  The  Secretary  of  the  Committee 

shall. 


(a)  be  the  Chief  Executive  Authority  of  the  Committee  and  res- 
ponsible for  carrying  out  its  decisie  ns; 

(b)  represent  the  Committee  in  all  suits  and  proceedings  for  and 
against  the  Committee; 

(c)  authenticate  by  his  signature  ail  decisions  and  instructions  of 
the  Committee; 

(</)  operate  the  bank  accounts  of  the  Committee  jointly  with  the 
Treasurer; 

(i e ) convene  meetings  of  the  Committee  and  prepare  its  minutes; 

(/)  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Committee  and  with  all  the  necessary 
records  and  information; 

(g)  maintain  such  forms,  registers  and  other  records  as  may  be 
prescribed,  from  time  to  time,  and  do  all  correspondence  relating  to  the 
Committee  ; 

C h ) prepare  an  annual  statement  of  business  transaction  by  the 
Committee  during  each  financial  year;  and 


(/)  do  sucli  acts  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Committee. 

12.  Andhra  Pradesh  Advocates'  Clerks,  Welfare  Fund  Stamp  y 1 
There  shah  bo  printed  or  cause  to  be  printed  by  the  Government  in  suc(h 
form  and’  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  rules,  stamp  inscribed 
as  the  Andhra  Pradesh  Advocates’  Clerks’  Welfare  Fund”,  each  of  the 
value  of  two  rupees. 

(2)  Every  vakalat  filed  before  any  Court  authority,  tribunal  or 

person  shall  be  affixed  with  a stamp  as  specified  in  sub-section  (1)  in 
addition  to  the  stamp  to  be  affixed  under  Section  12  of  the  Advocates* 
Welfare  Fund  Act„  1987  ( Act  33  of  1987)  and  no  vakalat  shall  be  valid 
or  acceped  witli-out  such  stamp..  ^ a 

(3)  .The  person  or  authority  receiving  vakalat  with  such  stamp 
shall,  forth  with  aflect  cancellation  of  the. stamp  by  punching  out  the 
same  ; 

(4)  The  custody  of  the  stamps  printed  under  this  section  shall 
with  the  Government  and,  the  supply  and  sale  of  stamps  shall  be  effect- 
ed in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  The  proceeds  of  the  stamp 
duty  collected  under  sub-section  (2)  reduced  by  the  cost  of  printing  as 
determined  by- the  Government,  after  due  appropriation  by  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  of  the  State  by  law  shall  be  credited  into  the  Fund. 

13*.  Recognition-  and  Registration  of  Advocates  ‘Clerks'  Association 

(1)  All  associations  pf  Advocates’  Clerks’  known  by  any  name  function^ 
big  in  any  Quirt  Headquarters  may,  before  a date  tobe  notified  by  the 
Committee  in  this  behalf,  apply  to  the  Committee  in  such  form  as  may 
be  prescribed, Tor  recognition  and  registration  as  an  Advocates’  Clerks’ 
Association  under  this  AcC  subject  to  such  rules  as  may  be  made  in  this . 
behalf. 

(2)  Every  application  for  recognition  and  registration  shall  be 
accompanied  by  the  rules  or  byc-laws  of  the  association,  names  and 
addresses  of  the  office  bearers  of  the  association,  and  an  up-to-date  list 
of  the  members  of  the  association  showing  the  name,  address,  age,  date, 
of  cnrolement  and  the  ordinary  place  of  employment  of  such  member. 

(3)  The  Committee  may,  after  such  enquiry  as  it  deems  necessary 
recognise  the  association  as  an  Advocates9  Clerks5  Association  and 
issue  a certificate  of  registration  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed.

14,  Duties  of  Advocates'  Clerks'  Associations;— (\ ) Every  Advocates 
Clerks’  Association  shall,  on  or  before  the  1 5th  April,  of  every  year, 
ntimate  to  the  Committee  a list  of  it's  members  as  on  the  31  st  March  of 
that  yean 

(2)  Every  Association  shall  intimate  to  the  Committee,-- ^ 

(a)  any  changes  of  the  office  bearers  of  the  association  within 
fifteen  days  from  such  change; 

( b ) any  change  in  the  membership  including  admission,  and  re- 
.admission  within  thirty  days  of  such  changes; 

(i c ) the  death  or  retirement  of  any  of  its  members  within  thirty 
days  from  the  date  of  occurrence  thereof  ; and 

(rf)  such  other  matter  as  may  be  required  by  the  Committee 
from  time  to  time, 

15,  Membership  of  the  Every  recognised  Clerk  of  the 

Advocate  in  the  State  may  apply  to  the  Committee  in  such  form  and  in

(2)  Oil  receipt  of  an  application  under  sub-section  (1 ) the  Commi- 
ttee shall  make  such  enquiry  as  it  deems  fit  and  either  admit  tile  applicant 
to  the  Fund  or  for  reasons  to  be  recorded  in  writing  reject  the  application, 

Provided  that  no  order  rejecting  an  application  shall  be  passed  unless 
the  applicant  has  been  given  an  opportunity  of  being  heard, 

(3)  Every  applicant  shall  pay  an  applications  fee  of  rupees  fifty 
EG  the  account  of  tbc  Committee  at  the  time  of  admission. 

(4)  In  the  event  of  rejection  of  the  applicatior^the  admission  fie 
paid  alongwith  the  appli#ation  shall  be  refunded  to  the  applicant 

(5)  Every  member  shall  pay  to  the  Fund  an  admission  fee  of  rupees 
fifty  and  a membership  fees  of  rupees  five:  hundred  payable  in  two 
half  yearly  instalments  after  admissions.

(6)  . Every  member  shall,  at -the* time  of. admission  to  the  member- 
ship of  the  Eu*d-make  a no  mi  nation,  confermg  on  one  or  more  depen- 
dants the  right  to  receive  the  amount  which  may  be  due  to  him  from  the 
fund  in  the  event  of  his  death  before  the  amount  has  been  paid  to  him* 

(7)  If  a memeber  nominated  more  than  one  pcrsoR  under  sub-sec- 
tion^G),  he  shall  specify  in  the  nomination  the  amount  or  share  payable 
to  each  of  the  nominees  in  such  manner  as  to  cover  the  whole  of  the 
amount  that  may  be  paid  to  him. 

(8)  A member  may  at  any  time  cancel  a nomination  by  sending . 
a notice  in  writing. to  the  Committee  along  with  a fresh  nomination* 

(9)  Every  member  who  retires  shall,  within  three  months  of  such 
retirement,  intimate  that  fact  to  the  Committee  and  if  any  member 
fails  to  do  so  without  sufficient  reason,  the  Committee  may  reduce  in 
aeordance  with  such  principles  as  may  be  prescribed  the  amount  due  to 
that  member: 

16.  Payment  from,  the  Fund  on  cessation  of  employment:— { 1)  As 
member  of  the  Fund  shall,  on  cessation  of  employment,  be  entitled  to 
receive  from  an  out  of  the  Fund  an  amount  at  such  rate  as  may  be  notified 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Committee  depending  upon  the  total  period  of 
employment  of  the  member. 

(2)  In  the  event- of  death  of  a member,  a consolidated  amount  as 
determined  by  the  Committee  in  the  manner  prescribed  shall  be 
paid  to  the  nominee  or  where  there  is  no  nominee  to  his  dependants. 

Explanation:- — For  the  purpose  of. this  sub-section  the  word  <fDcpcn. 
dant*’  means  any  of  the  following  relatives  of  a deceased  membe 
namely,; — 

(0  a widow,  a .minor  legitimate  son,  any  un-married  legitimate 
daughter  or  a widowed  mother;  and 

{ ii ) if  wholly  dependant  on  the  earnings  of  the  member  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  a son  or  a daughter  who  has  attained  the  age  of 
efghti  oil  years  and  who  is  infirm; 
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(3)  A member  of  the  Fund  may  o pc  for  retirement  benefits  at  any 
■ time  after -five  years  of  his  admission  as  a member  of-T-he  Fund,  but  he 

shall  be  eligible  for  rc-admission  to  the  Fund  as  a new  member  subject 
to  such  conditions  as  as  may  be  prescribed: 

Provided  that  a member  suffering  from  permanent  disablement  shall 
be  allowed  to  retire  within  five  years  of  his  admission  to  the  Fund. 

(4)  For  calculating  the  period  of  completed  years  of  employment 
for  the  purpose  of  payment  under  this  Act,  every -four  years  of  employ- 
ment under  an  Advocate  if  any,  before  the  admission  of  a member  to  the 
Fund  shall  be  computed  as  one  year  of  employment  and  added  on  to  the 
number  of  years  of  employment  after  such  admission*  The  number  of 
years  of  employment  shall  be  decided  in  respect  of  each  member  in  the 
manner  prescribed* 

(5)  In  the  case  of  a member  who  dies  within  five  years  of  his 
admission  to  the  Fund,  his  nominee  or  legal  heir,  as  the  case  may  be  ; 
shall  be  eligible  to  get  an  amount  at  such  rate  as  may  be  prescribed  from 
time  to  time  per  every  year  of  employment 

(6)  An  application  for  payment  from  the  Fund  shall  be  preferred 
to  the  Committee  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed* 

(7)  An  application  received  under  sub-section  (6 },  shall  be  disposed 
of  by  the  Committee  after  such  enquiry  as  it  decihs  necessary*
